And wou ld we who write editorials ev er see them in 
p rint if many skilled men did not tu rn their hands to 
machines that create the p rinted p age? 
So on this Labor Day weekend, when the nation ends 
its su mmer resp ite and begins to gear u p for the fall 
and winter months, Americans of all p rofessions and 
all skills look at their brothers in office and factory to 
acknowledge that we, all noed each other to make ou r 
world go arou nd. 
Ev en those hip p ie ty p es who cop out of the “ rat race" 
and do their thing while rely ing on other men’s labors to 
p rov ide food and shelter mu st ev entu ally admit that 
althou gh man does not liv e by bread alone he soon finds 
himself needing H. 
America is a workingman’s nation, a nation welded 
and hamm ered and du g and p lanted and bolted together 
in the sweat of m any brows and the intellect of many 
brains. 
On this Labor Day . we ca n take note of the defects in 
ou r free enterp rise sy stem — flaws which hav e p er 
mitted to o many Americans to liv e in su bp ar ex istence; 
flaws which ex clude to o many Americans, throu gh no 
fau lt o f their o wn, from meaningfu l emp loy ment within 
that sy stem; flaw’s which ha v e alienated many of ou r 
idealistic y o uths. 
We can resolv e that we will remedy those flaws — and 
we mu st, for they cannot be ignored. 
Bu t ev en as we note ou r shortcomings, we can ju s 
tifiably * p raise the total achiev ement of America’s work 
ers. and we can v ow that what Americans hav e labored 
hard to achiev e will be p reserv ed. 


Census a nd Po litics 


The Bu reau of the Censu s emp hasizes that the 
information it is releasing is all p reliminary and may 
be refined. Bu t a national p attern is ev olv ing which may 
be strengthened, rather than modified, as the final fig­ 
u res emerge. 
The p attern, as has been rep eatedly stated, is that 
p eop le hav e flocked in two directions. The first is from 
the inner cities to the su bu rbs. The second is that th’ey 
hav e followed the su n to California. Florida and Arizona. 
What is su rp rising is how v ery mu ch p eop le hav e shifted. 
Su bu rbs hav e grown, not alone arou nd metrop olitan 
cities, bu t arou nd many smaller towns. 
Politically , these p reliminary figu res p redict the bat­ 
tlefields of 19 71 will be the state legislatu res, w’here the 
new .congressional districts wiill be draw n. This means 
that for the long ru n. certainly for the nex t decade, the 
state elections this fall will be at least as imp ortant as 
the congressional ones. For the makeu p of Congress for 
the nex t 10 y ears will be largely determined by the p arty 
that controls the state legislatu re in 19 71. whether they 
p rov ide for additional seats in Congress or for a re­ 
du ction. 
This being a cru cial election in Nov ember, we can 
look forward to a liv ely camp aign. 
The Rep u blicans, 
who now hav e majority control of both the New York 
State Senate and Assembly , will condu ct a v igorou s driv e 
to retain their adv antage and the Democrats, faced 
with losses du e to reap p ortionment, will do ev ery thing 
p ossible to gain the balance of p ower. 


Pa ra mo unt Issues 


Two 
months 
hav e changed 
the thinking 
of the 
American p eop le on the p aramou nt issu es they face. 
Two Gallu p p olls, one taken recently , the other in Ju ne, 
emp hasize the changes. 
The Vietnam war remains the top issue, and ev en 
increased in nationwide interest from 22 to 24 p er cent 
in the two months. Howev er, concern with y ou th p ro­ 
tests and camp u s u nrest drop p ed from 27 to 17 p er cent. 
And worry ov er the cost of liv ing rose from 10 to 14 
p er cent. 
While world p roblems other than Vietnam 
drop p ed from 14 to 11 p er cent. 
Perhap s the most sp ectacu lar rise was in concern 
ov er air and water p ollu tion. 
Barely v isible in Ju ne, 
at two p er cent, it rose to Id p er cent in two months and 
bids fair to become a key issu e in this fall’s election. 
We wou ld like to think that the p op u lar feeling that 
racial p roblems hav e decreased from 13 to nine p er cent 
is accu rate, that the u ndergrou nd activ ities and signs 
of rev olu tion can be ov erlooked, bu t we are not at 
all conv inced — other signs indicate “ a lull before a 
storm.’*

North Vietnam, according to 
a “ white p ap er" p u blished by 
the 
North 
Vietnam 
news 
agency and circu lated in the 
F ar 
East, 
has 
been 
hu rt 
considerably by the war drain 
on 
manp ower 
and 
material 
resou rces. 
Bu t it is argu ed 
that the cou ntry nev ertheless 
has 
been 
dev elop ed 
into 
a 
strong Commu nist state. 


The occasion for the rev iew 
is the 25th anniv ersary of the 
fou nding of North Vietnam. It 
is claimed, for instance, that 
in the three y ears from 19 65 
to 
19 68. 
the 
Americans 
drop p ed one million tons of 
bombs on North Vietnam 
twice as many as they did 
in

Notwithstanding the boasts

Vietnam —- also rep orted from 
Hong Kong — declares that 
the cou ntry has been facing

shortage. The newsman said 
factories he v isited in sev eral 
cities were not in good order 
and machinery was not being 
p rop erly maintained.

learned that more m ass in­ 
fu sions

money

not 
p rov ide the answer. You can 
get 
y ou rself 
a 
roomfu l

social analy sts who will tell 
y ou that what we need is not 
ju st more money bu t more 
i n v e n t i v e techniqu es for 
getting at the p roblems.

D em ocrats 
hav e 
dismissed 
his 
lectu res 
as 
camp aign 
oratory .

President has taken the sam e 
stern 
tone 
with 
his 
own 
legislativ e 
leaders 
in 
the 
p riv acy 
of 
their 
p olitical 
strategy meetings. 
At the 
latest 
session, 
he 
ticked off the money bills that 
Congress has p assed in ex cess 
of his requ ests. 
"W hat’s at stake," ho told 
the GOP leaders firmly , "is 
the family bu dget of ev ery 
A m erican." 
He 
c o m p 
l a i n e d 
that 
Congress p u ts strict limits on 
his ap p rop riations bu t ignores 
h i s 
efforts 
to 
limit 
congressional sp ending 
"It doesn’t m ake sense," he

Pete Ma ncuso, the 12th Wa rd Democra t, ga ve a n indi­ 
ca tion a t Tuesda y’s council meeting when he denied rumors 
tha t the ma yor ha d “ pressured” him into voting for the 
highwa y. Koenig pressure? Never! 
As Ma ncuso tells it, the ma yor ca lled him up on M on­ 
da y morning a nd a sked for a brief meeting with him on the 
a rteria l. I he two went to Ca rroll’s on Broa dwa y where 
Koenig found out tha t Pete wa s in fa vor of the roa d. End 
of pressure pla v. One doesn’t pressure a ma n who a grees 
with him. 
Ma ncuso’s incredible disclosure wa s prompted by a re­ 
ma rk from Emillio Primo. the Eighth Wa rd Democra t, who 
hea ds the Arteria l Committee. Primo ha d a greed to ha ving 
his committee relieved of its duties, which in English mea ns 
tha t the ma tter could he voted on without a committee re­ 
port. Appa rently, during the ca ucus, which la sted two hours, 
Primo sta rted to feel bitter a bout the whole dea l. 
After a ll, it is ha rdly a n honor to be relieved of one’s 
duties, committee or otherwise. Primo, we a re told, dropped 
the indelica te rema rk tha t the ma yor wa s wining a nd dining 
a ldermen for their vote. H e mentioned Ca rroll’s, which 
tended to na rrow it down a bit. 
Ma ncuso, fresh off a luncheon da te with Koenig, took 
tha t rema rk persona lly a nd when the opportunity a rose 
la ter, took the floor to refute it. 
Ma ncuso sa id his integrity ha d been jeopa rdized by the 
“ minors’’ of ma yora l influence in his voting. Ma ncuso must 
suffer from some mild form of pa ra noia . Anyone tha t doubts 
his integrity doesn’t know Pete Ma ncuso a t a ll. 
So we didn't a gree tha t Muncuso’s integrity ha d been 
compromised. W e a lso didn’t buy Ma ncuso’s sta tements tha t 
the ma yor should be a llowed (encoura ged, the wa y Ma n­ 
cuso put it) to “ consult” with the a ldermen on how they’re 
going to vote. 
Sure, the ma yor ca n “ consult” with his a ldermen. In 
fa ct, he should. W e ha d one-ma n government under for­ 
mer Ma yor Ra y Ga rra gha n for four yea rs. But there’s a 
definite limit. The two bra nches of government, legisla tive 
a nd executive, should be sepa ra te. 
W here does the consulting by the ma yor get into ha rd 
politics? W here does it get to a point when the ma yor sa ys, 
“ You either vote my wa y or you ca n forget a bout tha t new 
street light you wa nted." Or, “ Vote my wa y a nd I’ll give 
you tha t new street light you wa nted ” 
Miss Betty Heitzma n of Moore Street, who a rgued in 
sa in a ga inst the new roa d, put it best: “ If you a ldermen 
a re going to let the ma yor ma ke a ll the decisions, there’s no 
need for a ldermen.’’

now posh complex which hosted Lyndon 
Johnson as president. 
Fire and Hood were common destroy­ 
ers of the mountain resorts. The flames 
not only destroyed the actual hotel build­ 
ings but sweeping conflagrations in Mon- 
ticello and Liberty turned village servi­ 
ces and historic records into airborne 
ash. Raging flood waters from fast rise 
mountain stream s forced many an evac­ 
uation to higher ground. 
There were the human tragedies too. 
Murder on 
the O&W 
at Summitville 
followed by possible suicide under the 
wheels of the locomotive solved a family 
argument but messed up the tracks a 
bit. A rash of unusual suicides at Kia- 
mesha Lake messed up the resort busi­ 
ness a bit too. 
Thwarted by the Grapevine 
Tzzy Eisensteir. and Moe Smith, those 
legendary Prohibition era agents made a 
number of raids in the mountains dis­ 
covering one still on the edge of the 
Bethel 
burying 
ground. 
Disguised 
as 
“ rubes” they managed a few' raids but 
the mountain grapevine didn't let them 
get away with that ruse for long. 
The days of Murder Incorporated led 
to some interesting bodies afloat after a 
time on Sullivan County lakes. One sash 
weighted corpse, which had been shot 
five times and stabbed seven, surfaced 
at Loch Sheldrake during, of all times. 
Decoration Day weekend in 1939. 
For the most part though. To the 
Mountains By Rail is concerned with 
those pre 20th century days when the 
prim ary attractions were the rocking 
chairs on the broad verandas, fresh air 
and fresh milk. 
Although most people think of Sara 
nac Lake as cure country for tubercul­ 


osis patients. Sullivan County made an 
attempt to be Magic Mountain for con­ 
sumptive city dwellers at the turn of the 
century. Summer Homes was followed 
by a publication called Winter Homes, 
which advertised cabin units with cross 
ventilation for all seasons. 
And Still They Come 
The route to the mountains was op­ 
ened by the New York. Ontario and 
Western Railroad, 
superceded 
by the 
automobile and torturous Route 17. now 
replaced by the multi-exited Quickway. 
But still they come to the mountains and 
Wakefield has captured the whole pan­ 
orama of the exodus from the city in­ 
cluding its spill over into Ulster County. 
Wakefield fans who enjoyed his defini­ 
tive history of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal, Coal Boats to Tidewater, will be 
sure to treasure the new volume on area 
history. Not only does the current work 
touch all bases, it touches them in depth 
and with style. 
Published by his own Wakefair Press, 
based at Grahamsville. the book is a 
never ending visual pleasure. Wakefield 
illustrations do much 
to capture the 
mood of the mountains by rail. Priceless 
old photographs are displayed with cur­ 
rent "after” shots to tell the tale of 
transition. 
Format 
and 
footnotes 
are 
beautifully executed. 
The dust jacket notes that Wakefield 
received an Award of Merit from the 
American Association for State and Lo­ 
cal History. The 1966 presentation was 
"for his exceptional combination of ta l­ 
ents in preserving local history.” To the 
Mountains by Rail proves the citation 
was well deserved. 
The book is available locally at O’Riel- 
ly’s Stationery. John Street and at the 
Book Center. Ulster Shopping Plaza.
